THE BOOK EXHIBITS AT THE PAN- 
AMERICAN EXPOSITION. 


Ir the art and craft of book production in 
the United States were to be judged by the 
showing made at the Pan-American Exposi- 
tion, the verdict would probably be “unjusti- 
fiable negligence.” It is a pity that the fine 
representation given to American art could 
not have been balanced by an equally ade- 
quate representation of American letters—of 
the evolution of book-making and the extent 
and variety of our national literature. But 
what there is, is meagre; and it is scattered 
in several buildings, so that no general sys- 
tematic grouping or collective arrangement 
has been followed. Houghton, Mifflin & Co., 
Charles Scribner’s Sons, Harper & Brother, 
G. P. Putnam’s Sons, The Macmillan Co., 
Dodd, Mead & Co., J. B. Lippincott Co., and 
other well-known names are among the miss- 
ing, and while many of the individual ex- 
hibits are extremely good, the general effect 
is fragmentary. 

Most of the publishers exhibiting have 
space in the Graphic Arts Building, which, 
as it was designed especially for the exhibition 
of materials used for printing, engraving and 
bookbinding, as well as for the exhibition of 


the finished products in these arts, contains 
also exhibits of bookbindings and displays of 
printers, photo-engravers and paper-makers. 
D. Appleton & Co., The Century Co., Double- 
day, Page & Co., Funk & Wagnalls Co., Mc- 
Clure, Phillips & Co., Laird & Lee, the Frank 
Leslie Publishing House, The Success Pub- 
lishing Co., the Matthews-Northrup Co., are 
some of the firms represented here. Many 
of the book exhibits are simply ranged on 
shelves or cases in a railed-in space, some 
are in booths more or less decorated, and a 
number are arranged as library nooks, with 
comfortable chairs and writing tables. 


The exhibit of D, Appleton & Co, is gen- 
erous and most attractive, containing, among 
other things, their forty-volume set of “The 
World’s Great Books,” “Appleton’s Encyclo- 
pedia,” a collection of their Spanish publica- 
tions, the éditions de luxe of Bancroft, Miihl- 
bach’s works, and “David Harum,” with the 
originals of Clinedinst’s illustrations, and a 
series of the beautiful plates of art pottery 
prepared for the volume on the W. T. Wal- 
ters collection. 

The Century Company show practically the 
same exhibit that was awarded a Grand Prix 
at the Paris Exposition last summer, includ- 
ing full sets of the Century Magazine, the 
“Century Dictionary,’ and the various his- 
torical and art publications of the house— 
Timothy Cole’s old masters, original draw- 
ings by Joseph Pennell and Andre Castaigne, 
Cte. 

Doubleday, Page & Co.’s booth is notable 
for a large bas relief model of the cover de- 
sign of their magazine The World’s Work, to 
which the “practicable” globe, revolving and 
illuminated, gives a spectacular touch. The 
magazine and “The Niagara Book” are the 
publications prominently displayed. 

The Funk & Wagnalls exhibit is admirable, 
special emphasis being given to the “Standard 
Dictionary,” which furnishes practically an 
illustration of dictionary making. On the 
walls are shown the series of fine original 
drawings made by De Thulstrup for “Tarry 
Thou Till I Come;” there are also the litho- 
graphic plates which appear in the “Stan- 
dard Dictionary,” and also reproductions of 
the two colored plates of Vol. 1. of “The 
Jewish Encyclopedia,” namely the plates 
of “Animals of the Bible,” and of the “Ark 
of the Law.” Another feature of this ex- 
hibit is the display of the process necessary 
to produce a lithograph in sixteen colors. 
The picture which has been selected for 
this purpose is the colored plate, “The Ark 
of the Law,” and in order to properly show 
this instructive exhibit there has been placed 
in the centre of the Funk & Wagnalls Com- 
pany’s space a revolving stand on which are 
eight double frames, each of these frames 
holding four pictures. In No. 1 is shown the 
first stone which was engraved for this col- 
ored plate. This is the stone which litho- 
graphers call “the base.” No, 2 shows the 
part of the subject which is to be-printed in 
yellow, and turning to No. 3 we find the re- 
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sult of this second stone printed over the first 
stone. No, 4 again shows the part of the 
subject which is printed in the next color, 
namely, medium red, and on No. 5 we have 
the result of this medium red printing over 
the preceding colors, and so on, step by step, 
until we have gone through the sixteen dif- 
ierent printings, and finally see the finished 
picture. Thus the increasing effects of the 
various printings are clearly illustrated as 
one proceeds in the examination toward the 
later stones. This exhibition illustrating the 
art of lithography was specially prepared for 
the instruction of laymen, and the demonstra- 
tion is so very simple and attractive that the 
ordinary person, after turning the eight dou- 
ble frames, should have a fairly clear idea 
of the manner in which lithography is pro- 
duced. 

McClure, Phillips & Co. devote themselves 
mainly to McClure’s Magazine, showing orig- 
inal illustrations and the color drawings made 
in Palestine for Maclaren’s “Life of the Mas- 
ter” by Corwin K. Linson. They also show 
many decorative cover-designs, notably those 
for the Mansfield version of “King Henry v.” 
and for “Monsieur Beaucaire.” 

Laird & Lee have a large booth, displaying 
their miscellaneous and juvenile publications, 
and emphasizing their “vest-pocket” guides 
and manuals. 

The Frank Leslie Publishing House exhibit 
is mainly of their magazine, Leslie’s Popu- 
lar Monthly. Attention is called to the ex- 
hibit by a large pyro-gravure, as burnt wood- 
work is called by those learned in the art. 
Below, neatly framed, are large illustrations 
in color, wash and line, which have been pub- 
lished in Leslie’s Popular Monthly, together 
with various samples of color work, used as 
covers for the magazine. 

The Success Publishing Co, has an attrac- 
tive booth, decorated in white and light green. 
Above the white and gold pillars of its booth 
is reared a roof of some light substance, over 
which smilax gracefully trains. Still above 
this fly the flags of nations, giving the booth 
an attractive gala day appearance. Its peri- 
odical, Success, and Dr, Marden’s books, es- 
pecially the ten-volume “Success Library,” 
now publishing, are the leading features of the 
display. An art exhibit of original drawings 
for illustrations and covers is attractively ar- 
ranged 

The exhibit of the Guiding Star Publishing 
House. of Chicago, is devoted to the propaga- 
tion of the doctrine of “Koreshanity,” and 
contains the various publications of Dr. Cyrus 
B. Teed, who, as “Koresh,” is the apostle of 
the faith. Complete files of The Flaming 
Sword, its official organ, and diagrams and 
models illustrating the principles of “cellular 
cosmogony” are given prominence. 

One of the handsomest exhibits in the 
department of typography is that of the 
Matthews-Northrup Co., of Buffalo, of 
the work of their “Complete Press.” This 
firm has a large amount of space, and has 
planned a comfortable reading room, with 
armchairs, writing stand and table. The fit- 
tings are all in black and dark crimson, and 
the effect is artistic and dignified. A hand- 
some wing frame centre case holds an assort- 


ment of the fine maps issued by this house, 
and various atlases and other examples of 
their work are also shown. In connection 
with their exhibit they distribute copies of the 
little pamphlet on “Map Making,” issued in 
1898 in connection with the publication of the 
“Century Atlas,” the maps for which were 
the work of the Matthews-Northrup Co. 

The fine typographical work of D. B. Up- 
dike, of the Merrymount Press, of Boston, is 
represented by a small exhibit, including the 
beautiful “Altar Service” of the Protestant 
I-piscopal church, with Anning Bell's illus- 
trations and Bertram Goodhue’s decorations, 
several books printed for private individuals, 
and specimen pages of a proposed Latin edi- 
tion of Tacitus, to be limited to one hundred 
copies, with text arranged by Professor H. 
Morgan, of Harvard University. 

The Norwood Press has an exhibit which, 
in addition to examples of its typographical 
work, includes a miniature model of the build- 
ings and grounds of its large “plant,” accom- 
panied by plans. The specialties of the Nor- 
wood Press are scientific school and college 
text-books, illustrated book, pamphlet and 
catalogue work. The Norwood Press is 
unique, inasmuch as the company is made up 
of three separate firms, together owning and 
occupying the buildings. They are J. S. 
Cushing & Co., typesetting and electrotyping ; 
Berwick & Smith, paper and presswork; and 
E, Fleming & Co., all branches of bookbind- 
ing. E. Fleming & Co., it will be remem- 
bered, are also the proprietors of the pub- 
lishing business carried on under the name of 
Lee & Shepard. 

The art of bookbinding has a most inade- 
quate showing, being represented by small 
though creditable exhibits from James Mac- 
Donald and Minnie Sophia Prat, of New 
York, and S. C. Toof & Co., of Memphis, 
Tenn. All of these are interesting and artis- 
tic, the Toof exhibit being the largest and 
most varied. 

In the Manufactures. and Liberal Arts 
Building, where book exhibits have hitherto 
usually been included and might naturally be 
looked for, the chief exhibit is that of Rand, 
McNally & Co., who occupy a distinctive 
booth and make an excellent showing of 
their geographical and other publications. In 
a large case in front and facing the aisle are 
many of the fine examples of the printers’ and 
bookbinders’ arts for which this house is so 
well known. Most of the other publishers 
have bookcases or shelves placed here and 
there in the general enclosure devoted to edu- 
cation, and though many of the exhibits are 
creditable because of the quality of the books 
displayed, few of them do full justice to the 
exhibitors and their standing in the trade. 
The firms thus represented include Silver, 
Burdett & Co., D, C. Heath & Co., the Amer- 
ican Beok Co., Educational Publishing Co., 
C. W. Bardeen & Co., Ginn & Co., William 
R. Tenkins and G. & C. Merriam & Co. 

The New York State University exhibits 
a selection from the American Library Asso- 
ciation exhibit, prepared by the New York 
State Library for the Paris Exposition of 
1900, now a part of the permanent collection 
of the New York State Library School. 
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The collection of some three hundred works 
of negro authorship in the negro exhibit is 
worthy of note. This collection was orig- 
inally made for the Paris Exposition. Viewed 
here, in connection with other things showing 
the rise of the American negro, it is a sig- 
nificant array of volumes. “A Dialogue Be- 
tween a Virginian and an American Minis- 
ter,” published by the Rev. Daniel Croker, at 
Baltimore, in 1810, is believed to be the first 
literary production of an American negro. 
Since that date some 2000 volumes have been 
written by Afro-Americans, not counting 
magazine articles. The exposition collection 
ranges from the Rev. John Jasper’s “The Sun 
Do Move” to the works of Du Bois, Ches- 
nutt Dunbar, and Booker T. Washington. 

Up in the gallery of the Agricultural Build- 
ing, where it is most likely to be overlooked 
by those interested in book exhibits, is a col- 
lection of 600 volumes—the publications of 
the United States Agricultural Experiment 
Stations, This is specialized literature; but 
it is literature, and the best-printed record 
there is of the government’s effort to pro- 
mote the industries of the farm. Forty-eight 
States and Territories, including Hawaii, are 
represented in these volumes. 

In the west balcony of the Ethnology Build- 
ing may be found a collection of books and 
pamphlets, chiefly on archeological subjects. 
In this collection will be found a complete set 
of Dr. D. G. Brinton’s works, and a fine set 
of the “Jesuit Relations,” edited by R. G. 
Thwaites, that is exhibited by the Burrows 
Brothers Company. 

In the United States Government Building, 
the Smithsonian Institution and the Depart- 
ment of Justice, the Bureau of Education, and 
other sections include books in their exhibit. 
The West Point Military Academy shows 
the text-books studied at that institution. 

_ Of the Latin-American nations but three 
include books in their exhibits. In the Mex- 
ico Building are a few hundred volumes, se- 
lected chiefly with a view to supplying infor- 
mation about the country. The Departments 
of the Treasury, of Justice and of Public Pro- 
motion exhibit sets of their reports. There 
are also on exhibition many volumes of legis- 
lative reports, exploratory and other scientific 
work. Among Mexican authors represented 
are Angel Anguiano, Manuel M. Contreras 
and Manterola Ramon, with works on sci- 
ence and school text-books; Manuel D. Mar- 
tinez on public instruction, Salvador Collado 
on bridge building, Chavero Alfredo, the 

Codice Borgiano,” and Dr, Antonio Penafiel 
and Gilberto Crespo y Marti, scientific treat- 
ises. The novelists and poets of Mexico are 
not represented. 

In the attractive Cuba Building is a col- 
lection of books that appear to have been 
picked up at hazard. Along with govern- 
ment and statistical volumes and an old Span- 
ish book, a “Sentence of Law,” etc., of King 
Felipe m1., A.p. 1600, are the poems and mis- 
cellaneous works of Don Francisco Javier 
Balmaseda, a few novels by Ramon Meza, 
and, by the same author, a critique on the 

Iliad” and “Odyssey.” Aside from these 
and a volume on Cuba’s notable authors, (the 
work originally prepared by Dr, Manuela 


Herrera de Herrera for the Columbian Ex- 
position of 1893,) there is little or noth- 
ing to inform the visitor of Cuba’s literary 
achievements. Not even the work of her 
greatest poet, Jose Maria Heredia, or of fa- 
vorites like Gertrude de Avellenade or Ga- 
briel de la Concepceon Valdes—the “Placide,” 
who was numbered among the early patriot 
martyrs of Cuba—are shown. There are nu- 
merous text-books, specially bound for the 
exposition, sets of the proceedings of the 
Cuban Academy of Medicine, etc. 

Chili, one of the most progressive of the 
Spanish-American nations, has arranged a 
collection of 1500 books, specially selected and 
handsomely bound, in a handsomely furnished 
room, forming a veritable library. The his- 
tory of Chili is represented by the “General 
History” of Diego Barros Arana, in fifteen 
volumes; the historical collections of Jose 
Toribio Medina, twenty-three volumes; Me- 
dina’s collection of Chilian historical docu- 
ments, twenty-four volumes, and his “Span- 
ish Chilian Library.” Other Chilian histo- 
rians represented include Ramon Sotomayor 
Valdes, Benjamin Vicuna Mackenna and 
Miguel Luis Amunategui. In this department 
are many text-books and works on physical 
geography, literature and the history of litera- 
ture. The department of law offers the Civil 
Code of Chili, (of the year 1855,) edited by 
Andres Bello; also, his work on “Interna- 
tional Right,’ and other treatises on phil- 
osophy, philology, etc. The complete works 
of this author make fourteen great volumes. 
Other legal works represented include Jorge 
Ifuneeus’s “Constitutional Right,” Jose Cle- 
mente Fabres’s “Studies on the Civil Code,” 
and Alejandro Fuenzalida’s “Studies on 
Penal Rights.” The scientific department, 
which is large, includes “The National His- 
tory of Chili,” by Claudio Gay; a treatise 
on mineralogy, etc., by Ignacio Domeyko, 
and the works of botany, zodlogy and geol- 
ogy of Rodulfo Amando Philippi. The 
most distinguished Chilian novelists—Al- 
berto Blest Gana and Daniel Barros Grez— 
are represented with others of lesser fame. 
Poetry is represented by the works of Jose 
Antonio Soffia, Guillermo Blest Gana, Luis 
Rodriguez Velasco, Eduardo de la Barra and 
Guillermo Matta. The library is in charge of 
Senor Carlos Silva Cruz, who is not only a 
lawyer, a teacher and chief of the section de- 
voted to the department of Public Instruction 
of Chili, but is a special commissioner for the 
— of educational methods in the United 

tates. 


MUSIC BOOKS IN FOREIGN LAN- 
GUAGES NOT DUTIABLE. 


THE United States general appraisers, on 
August 23, upheld the protests of the firm of 
Carl Guttman & Co., of New York, against 
the decision of the collector of customs in 
classifying as dutiable at the rate of 25 per 
cent. ad valorem, under paragraph 403, cer- 
tain music books printed in foreign languages. 
The protestants claimed that the books were 
exempt under paragraph 502, which exempts 
from duty “books and pamphlets printed ex- 
clusively in language other than English.”

J. B, LIPPINCOTT COMPANY’S NEW 
HOME. 


J. B. Lieprncotr Company will take for- 
mal possession of its new building at the 
corner of Sixth and Locust Streets on Sep- 
tember 1. The new building is five stories 
high, and has a frontage of 76 feet, facing 
Washington Square, and a depth of 179 feet 
on Locust Street. In it will be conducted 
the entire business of J. B. Lippincott Com- 
pany, including their large book publishing 
interests, their magazine, which has been es- 
tablished for thirty years, their editorial and 
business offices, stock rooms, and perhaps 
the best equipped book and job printing and 
binding establishment in the country—the 
type and machinery throughout being new 
and of most approved and recent pattern. 
Here, with renewed energy, it is intended by 
the present management to continue if not 
to exceed the worthy record of the historic 
house. Plans are already formulated for 
several large enterprises which it is too early 
specifically to announce, but which will prove 
notable additions to American literature. The 
building contains attractive, commodious of- 
fices and waiting rooms, and throughout the 
most modern appliances for the speedy and 
satisfactory execution of work. 

The firm with which the name of J. B. 
Lippincott has been connected for upwards 
of half a century, it may be interesting to re- 
call on this occasion, traces its ancestry back 
to 1793, when Benjamin Johnson founded the 
house of Johnson, Warner & Co., one of the 
most successful book concerns in its day in 
America. Mr. Johnson opened up business in 
a store not far from the site of the building 
occupied by the firm of J. B. Lippincott Co. 
up to the time of its destruction by fire four 
years ago. As his business grew he asso- 
ciated himself with Benjamin Warner under 


the name of Johnson, Warner & Co. Mr. 
Warner, some years after, bought out his 
partner’s interest in the business, and con- 
tinued it successfully until 1825, when he sold 
out to John Grigg, who had learned the se- 
crets of bookselling under Mr, Warner. 

Mr. Grigg associated himself with Hugh 
Elliot under the firm name of Grigg & EIl- 
liot. In 1846 Henry Grambo, Edward Clax- 
ton and George Remsen were admitted to 
partnership, and the firm name became Grigg, 
Elliot & Co. In January, 1850, Mr. Joshua 
B. Lippincott, who had established himself in 
the book business at the corner of Race and 
Fourth Streets, in 1836, and was gaining repu- 
tation and building up a large business, 
joined his forces with those of Grigg, Elliot 
& Co. under the firm name of Lippincott, 
Grambo & Co. The business of the new 
concern increased so rapidly as to require 
the enlarged facilities afforded by the building 
at 14 North Fourth Street, previously occu- 
pied by Grigg, Elliot & Co., and, within a 
few years, a six-story addition to this build- 
ing was supplemented by a new manufactur- 
ing establishment of almost equal size erected 
at the corner of Fifth and Cresson Streets. 

The firm of Lippincott, Grambo & Co, ex- 
pired by limitation in 1855, and the thriving 
and extensive publishing, bookselling and 
stationery business which had been devel- 
oped through the energy of Mr. J. B. Lippin- 
cott was continued under the new name of 
J. B. Lippincott & Co. This house attained 
not only an enviable position among the most 
substantial business establishments of Phila- 
delphia, but also became one of the leading 
and most enterprising publishing houses in 
America. Through its large jobbing depart- 
ment it was the chief outlet for the distribu- 
tion of books throughout the South. Its 
wide connection in this section gave it a fa- 
vored and almost exclusive position as the 
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reccgnized publishing house of Southern au- 
thors. The continued growth of the business 
required, in 1862, the erection of the large 
building at 715 and 717 Market Street, in the 
centre of the leading business section of the 
city at that time, which was devoted to the 
uses of the publishing department and the 
business offices. Eight years later the large 
six-story structure at 710 to 720 Filbert Street 
was built, connecting with the Market Street 
building, and in these two capacious buildings 
were concentrated the entire business of J. 
B. Lippincott & Co., including publishing, 
bookselling, wholesale and retail, manufac- 
turing and stationery. 

In 1885 Mr. Lippincott changed the part- 
nership into a stock company, entitled J. B. 
Lippincott Company, with a capital of one 
million dollars. Of this company he was 
president until his death, in 1886, and was 
succeeded by his son, Mr, Craige Lippincott, 
who still remains the executive head of the 
business. Associated with him as vice-presi- 
dent is his brother, Mr. J. Bertram Lippin- 
cott. The directors are Mr. Walter Lippin- 
cott, Mr. Julien Shoemaker, Mr. Thomas P. 
Bacon and the secretary and treasurer of the 
company, Mr. Robert P. Morton. 

In November, 1899, fire completely de- 
stroyed the Lippincott establishment. On the 
day succeeding the fire the business became 
temporarily established at 624 Chestnut Street, 
where the publication offices were located un- 
til the new building could be erected on the 
site purchased at the corner of Sixth and Lo- 
cust Streets, facing Washington Square. 





COMPLAINT OF A BOOK AGENT. 


Suit has been brought in the Kansas City, 
Mo., circuit court by G. F. Haskins against 
the Peoria Wholesale Company, now the 
Union Wholesale Publishing Company, of 
which V, D. Snyder is president and F. W. 
Stewart secretary and treasurer, to recover 
$1750, of which he claims he was swindled 
in a book agent deal. At the time of the 
transaction by which Haskins alleges he lost 
his money the name of the concern was 
the Peoria Wholesale Company. It has since 
been incorporated under the laws of Missouri 
under the name of the Union Wholesale Pub- 
lishing Company. The concern’s offices are 
25-35 Nelson Building, Kansas City. Has- 
kins, according to the Kansas City Times, 
was living in Oklahoma City, Ok., at the 
time he entered into the contract with the 
firm against which he has brought suit. By 
the terms of his agreement he was to become 
field agent for Oklahoma Territory at a sal- 
ary of $125 a month, this salary, however, be- 
ing subject to the provisional condition that his 
office do a monthly business of $300. Haskins 
bought $1000 worth of books, and expended 
$750 more in trying to sell them, in which he 
did not succeed, the books being, as he claims, 
worthless and unsalable. Mr. Haskins’s at- 
torney said to a Kansas City Times reporter 
that he had “at least twenty letters from all 
parts of the country written by men who have 
— — —— — this firm, and who 
claim to be out of pocket sums ranging from 
$800 to $1000.” F mare 





ENGLISH BOOKS REAPPRAISED. 


Ir is reported in an Associated Press de- 
spatch that it has for many years been the 
practice of certain publishing houses in Lon- 
don to consign their publications to their own 
agents in this city, invoicing their books at 
figures from 40 to 60 per cent. below the 
wholesale market value, or often at a figure 
representing the cost of production only. 
The law requires that for dutiable purposes 
merchandise shall be appraised at its actual 
market value and wholesale price at the time 
of exportation in the principal markets of 
the country whence the merchandise is im- 
ported. 

Repeated attempts have been made to stop 
this, but such efforts have been ineffectual. 
A short time ago one of these book invoices 
was advanced 48 per cent, by the Examiner 
and the advance was sustained by the Board 
of General Appraisers. The second advance 
has now been made, amounting in this case 
to 68 per cent., and the importers, who are 
the agents of a well-known London publish- 
ing firm, have accepted the appraisal. 





SONG WRITERS COMBINE. 


A NUMBER of song writers are canvassing 
the profession with a view to forming a sort 
of benevolent and protective society. 
Jerome, the leader in this movement, ex- 
plained to a representative of the New York 
Sun that the society which is about to be 
formed “must not be confounded with a 
union or trust. We will organize simply to 
protect ourselves against unscrupulous pub- 
lishers and jobbers of music. We do not 
propose to antagonize anybody. All that we 
are looking for is to protect our rights and 
get all that is our due. The first object in 
view will be to organize so that indigent 
and sick song writers may be taken care of. 

“The average song writer does not know 
the real value of his work and is often en- 
snared by wily publishers. He is defrauded 
in many cases of his royalties. Song writers, 
too, are not thrifty, and many die in poverty 
after enriching music publishers. Take, for 
instance, the case of Charlie Graham, the 
composer of ‘Two Little Girls in Blue’ and 
other popular songs. Graham made a num- 
ber of publishers wealthy, but himself died 
in want and left a large family behind to 
shift for themselves. This is what we want 
to avoid. The society will see that its mem- 
bers are well taken care of when sick, and in 
case of their death that their families are 
provided for. Another object of the society 
will be to protect members as to royalties. At 
present publishers sell professional copies of 
songs to performers at five cents a copy. We 
do not get a cent of this money, although by 
right of contract we are entitled to it. Our 
society will aid the publishers, too. It will 
be our aim to weed out all those who steal 
titles and sometimes the entire theme of a 
song. The society will not be confined to 
America alone. We intend to branch out to 
England and Australia also.” 

A meeting will be held next week for the 
election of officers. 
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END OF THE RICHARDSON-BARCUS 


CASE. 


THE test case of James S. Barcus vs. 


August L, Dorries, of Buffalo, which was no- 
ticed quite fully in our issue for August 3, pp. 
210, 227, came up in the Court of Appeals 
of the State of New York this week. The 
result was that the plaintiff again and finally 
met with defeat. The decision has been the 
same at every stage of this protracted judi- 
cial examination of the Richardson-Barcus 
methods. First the municipal court in Buf- 
falo, then on Barcus’s appeal the Supreme 
Court in the Eighth Judicial District, then 
again on Barcus’s appeal the Appellate Divi- 
sion of the Supreme Court, and now finally 
on Barcus’s appeal the ultimate tribunal, the 
Court of Appeals, have refused to sanction 
Barcus’s attempt to collect by legal process 
from one of the subscribers to “The Official 
Papers and Messages of the President,” sold 
under misrepresentation. 





INTERNATIONAL PAPER COMPANY. 


At the annual meeting of the International 
Paper Company, held at Palmer, N. Y., Au- 
gust 28, directors were elected as follows: 
Hugh J. Chisholm, David O. Mills, Samuel 
R. Calloway, Francis B. Jennings, K. M. 
Knowles, Anson R, Flower, George F. Un- 
derwood, Fred H. Parks, A. N. Burbank, 
Warren Curtis, Thomas S. Coolidge, Will- 
iam A, Russell, A, Pagenstecker. These are 
all re-elections except two, Mr. Calloway, the 
president of the American Locomotive Com- 
pany, and Mr. Underwood, the head of the 
Woodlands Department. They succeed W. 
FE. Spier and H, G. Burleigh, deceased. The 
directors elected these officers: President, 
Hugh J. Chisholm; first vice-president, Fred 
H. Parks; treasurer, A. N. Burbank; secre- 
tary, E, W. Hyde.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


WE regret to note the death, at 58 years of 
age, of Mrs. Clapp, widow of the late Charles 
A. Clapp, of E. P, Dutton & Co., who died 


in January this year. 


EpmMonp AvuprAN, the composer of “La 
Mascotte,” “Olivette,” and many other well- 
known light operas, died in Paris, August I9. 

e was born at Lyons, France, April 11, 
1842, and was the son of Morius Audran, a 
well-known French singer. 

GUNNAR WENNERBERG, one of Sweden’s 
best-known poets and composers, died at 
Stockholm, August 24. He was born October 
2, 1817, and began his career as a song writer 
by publishing a collection of student ballads, 
for which he wrote the words and music. 
These ballads have since become popular all 
over Scandinavia under the name of “Glun- 
tarne.” From 1870 to 1891 he was chief of 





the department ecclesiastic, and for several 
years governor of the province of Kroneborg. 


ALBERT NELSON CHENEY, State Fish Cultur- 
ist, died suddenly of heart disease at his 
home at Glens Falls, N. Y., on Sunday, Au- 
gust 25, at the age of fifty. Mr. Cheney was 
born at Glens Falls, the son of a farmer, He 
joined the 31st N. Y. Regiment when still 
under age and fought through the Civil War. 
In 1870 he began the study of pisciculture, in 
which science he has long ranked among the 
best. His book, “Food Fish and Fish Food,” 
is highly esteemed by experts. In 1895 he 
was appointed State Fish Culturist, and was 
commissioned to select waters and streams 
for stocking by the United States Fish Com- 
mission. Mr. Cheney is a distinct loss to his 
profession. 


THoMAS MAsTERS MARKOE, a distinguished 
surgeon and instructor, died Monday, Au- 
gust 26, at East Hampton, L. I. Dr. Markoe 
was born in Philadelphia on September 13, 
1819, graduated from Princeton College in 
1836, and from the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons in 1841. He held the chairs of 
anatomy in Castleton Medical College, Vt.; 
of pathological anatomy in the University of 
the City ot New York; and since 1860 was 
professor of surgery in Columbia University. 
At the time cf his death he was Emeritus 
Professor of Surgery in the College of Phys- 
icians and Surgeons of New York. His best- 
known published work was “A Treatise on 
Diseases of the Bone.” 


Tue Rev. Frepertc DENISON, a well-known 
New England clergyman and writer, died in 
Providence, R. I., August 16. He was born 
September 28, 1819, in the old Denison home- 
stead on the eastern bank of the Mystic River, 
in Stonington, Conn. With the exception of 
the four vears, 1861-1865, that he served as 
chaplain in the army, he officiated as pastor 
of several Baptist churches in Connecticut 
and Rhode Island. He was the author of 
“Historical Notes of the Baptists and Their 
Principles,” “The Sabbath Institution,” “The 
Evangelists; or, the Life and Labors of Rev. 
Jabez Swan,” “Sabers and Spurs; or, the His- 
tory of the First Rhode Island Cavalry,” 
“Shot and Shell, a History of the Third 
Rhode Island Heavy Artillery,” and such 
books descriptive of local scenes as “Pictur- 
esque Narragansett,” “Illustrated New Bed- 
ford, Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket,” and 
“Westerly and its Witnesses.” He also wrote 
many other historical sketches, army hymns, 
pamphlets upon current subjects of the day, 
memorial discourses and miscellaneous hymns, 
poems and newspaper and magazine articles.

Tue French index to periodicals—Réper- 
toire Bibliographique des principales Revues 
Frangaises”—for 1899 has just been issued 
by Per Lamm, (Librairie Nilsson,) 7 Rue de 
Lille. The index, which is now in its third 
year, is edited by D. Jordell. The present 
issue contains about 30,000 references to 346 
periodicals, arranged under authors and un- 
der subjects. 


Tue AMERICAN SOcrETY OF Civit ENGI- 
NEERS, with headquarters at 220 West Fifty- 
seventh Street, New York, has just published 
a catalogue of the 34,000 books in its library, 
prepared by the secretary of the society, 
Charles Warren Hunt. The library of the 
Society of Civil Engineers is one of the most 
complete in this country, and this catalogue 
therefore ought to be of the greatest practical 
value to engineers and bibliographers gen- 
erally. (703 p. 4°.) 

THE new edition of the “Index of Pro- 
hibited Books,” published by the Vatican 
Press, regarded from a literary point of view, 
according to the New York Evening Post, 
“is certainly an improvement on its prede- 
cessors, and shows that the new editor, 
Thomas Esser, the secretary of the Index 
Congregation. has strictly obeyed the rule 
laid down for this revision in the ‘Constitu- 
tion of January 24, 1897,’ Officiorum ac Mu- 
nerum. A lot of old rubbish in the shape of 
forgotten anti-Catholic works has been omit- 
ted, and in their place a rather full list of 
modern writers is given. From the litera- 
ture of the last ten years alone 82 authors 
with 131 writings are pilloried. This favor, 
however, is very unevenly distributed, there 
being in the class named sixty Italian, forty- 
seven French, sixteen Spanish and Portu- 
guese, with only four English and four Ger- 
man works. Strange bedfellows are found 
when Strauss’s ‘Life of Christ’ is placed side 
by side with Reuss’s edition of the Scriptures 
and Sabatier’s ‘Francis of Assisi,’ while 
Wellhausen is not on the list at all, and, still, 
more strangely, not even Haase’s ‘Polemics.’”
